AN ORDINANCE FlROHIBITING 
THE USE OF PRiyiES ON PAR- 
CELS OF LAND IN THE VIL- 
LAGE OF AiNTIOCn, ADJACENT 
TO OR ABUTTING UPON THE 
SANITARY SERVER IN SAID 
VILLAGE. 

Be it ordained by the president and 
board of trustees of the village of 
Antioch, county of Lake and state of | Orchard 
Illinois. 

Section 1. The use of all privies 
on lots or parcels of land adjacent to 
or abutting upon the sanitary sewer 
in the village of Antioch, county ot 
Lake and state of Illinois, shall be 
prohibited after the expiration of the 
period of six months after the date of 
publication of this ordinance, and no 
person shall use or permit to bo used 
privy on any lot or parcel of land ad- 
jacent to or abutting upon such sani- 
tary sewer after the expiration of the 
period of six months from the" pub- 
lication of this ordinance, and the 
use thereof thereafter shall constitute 
a nuisance and shall be removed and 
abated. 

Section 2- No privy shall be con- 
structed in the village of Antioch on 
any lot or parcel of land adjacent to 
or abutting upon the sanitary sewer 
from and after the publication of this 
ordinance. 

Section 3. In case of violation of 
this ordinance the village may cause 
any such building used as aforesaid 
removed and charge the cost of re- 
moval together with the cost of abat- 
ing the nuisance to the owner of the 
property or the person in possession 
thereof and sue such o-wner or the 
person in possession thereof in any 
court of appropriate jurisdiction. 

Section 4. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be subject to a penal- 
ty of not less than five dollars nor 
more than two hundred dollars for 
each oflfense and each day shall con- 
stitute a separate and distinct 
oflfense, and the village may proceed 
against any such person by summons 
for the amount of such penalty or by 
warrant for the arrest of any such 
person, all in accordance -with the 
water and sewer ordinance of the said 
village of Antioch, 

Section 5. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith _are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 6. . This ordinance shall 
take effect and be in full force ten 
days after it's passage, approval and 
publication.
